US 4988 192 shows a laser level apparatus with the features of claim 1, except the laser projects along the third axis, 
then is deflected transverse to the third axis by a prism. Citations b,c and d show laser level devices with a laser rotated 
and projecting light transverse to the axis of rotation. It would not require an inventive step to arrive at the invention of 
claim 1 by combining US 4988192 with the other documents. The obvious advantages of the laser arrangement of 
citations b,c & d could easily be incorporated in US 4988192 by a skilled worker in the art. 

DE 4406914 shows a laser level apparatus with the features of claim 1 except for platform means supported on a body 
and pivotable about a first axis. However, a person using the device of DE 4406914 would realise that it would be 
advantageous to mount the device for rotation about a first axis as in claim 1 . Claim 1 lacks inventive step in the light 
of DE 4406914 alone. It would also be obvious to use the rotatabie laser mounting of DE 4406914 with a three axis 
supporting arrangement of US 49188192 as mentioned in the above paragraph. 

Claims 2-29 add features which would be obvious to a person skilled in the art of laser level devices, some of these 
features being disclosed in citations a to d in combination.

Citations b,c and d show laser level devices with a laser rotated 
and projecting light transverse to the axis of rotation. It would not require an inventive step to arrive at the invention of 
claim 1 by combining US 4988192 with the other documents. The obvious advantages of the laser arrangement of 
citations b,c & d could easily be incorporated in US 4988192 by a skilled worker in the art. 

DE 4406914 shows a laser level apparatus with the features of claim 1 except for platform means supported on a body 
and pivotable about a first axis. However, a person using the device of DE 4406914 would realise that it would be 
advantageous to mount the device for rotation about a first axis as in claim 1 . Claim 1 lacks inventive step in the light 
of DE 4406914 alone It would also be obvious to use the rotatable laser mounting of DE 4406914 with a three axis 
supporting arrangement of US 49188192 as mentioned in the above paragraph. 

Claims 2-29 add features which would be obvious to a person skilled in the art of laser level devices, some of these 
features being disclosed in citations a to d in combination.
